The 
luberoulcsis  rates  are  still  higher  than  the  average,  probably  associated 
as  my  predecessor  pointed  out,  v/ith  the  number  of  silicosis  and 
pnGimionconiosis  mfferers  in  the  town,  Efforts  are  to  be  made  to  see 
whether  tho  effO'.;ts  of  these  conditions  can  not  be  minimised.

« The  Town’s  supply  is  obtained  from  wells  in  different  parts  of 
the  district,  and  from  deep  seated  springs  tapped  and  delivered  by 
cast  iron  mains  to  the  Town*  All  supplies  are  constant, 

CiiPEL  3TJL  SUPPLY » This  yields  a minimum  supply  of  about  30,000  gallons 
per  day, 

MILLANDS  SUPPLY . During  the  summer  months,  this  supply  is  used  to 
augment  the  Capel  Sul  Supply.  During  the  year  1953  the  pumps  v\^ere  used 
for  1641  hours  as  compared  with  1395  hours  in  1952, 

CiiE  CEPN  SUPPLY . This  supply  gives  a minimum  flow  of  30,000  gallons 
per  day,  i-j.  gauging  chamber  has  been  fixed  to  record  the  overflow  from 
the  collecting  chamber  which  has  shown  a constant  flow  of  25,000  gallons 
daily, 

MAESG-VifENLLIAN  SUPPLY . This  is  from  deep  seated  springs  tapped  in  a 
disused  Silver  Mine  iidit  Level,  giving  a minimum  supply  of  approximately 
50,000  gallons  in  24  hours.  There  is  storage  tank  for  10,000  gallons. 

CHLORINATION  07  SUPPLIES  . The  three  supplies  are  constantly  chlorinated 
and  chlorination  tests  of  water  are  taken  daily.

CLOSET  ACCOMMODi^TION . There  are  92  houses  connected  to  the  Hillfield 
->ewer  which  flows  into  a septic  tank  near  Morfa  Mawr  Embankment  and 
discharges  into  the  G-wendraeth  Each  River  v;hich  is  tidal.

'^UBLIC  CONVENIENCES . There  are  two  Public  Conveniences  in  the  Centre 
of  the  Town  which  are  cleaned  and  disinfected  daily. 

SCiiVENGl^NG , House  refuse  is  collected  weekly  from  all  houses  in  the 
Borough  by  motor  lorry  and  is  tipped  on  the  Morfa  Mawr  Embankment  and 
Parc  Stephens,  where  it  is  deposited  to  raise  the  level  of  the  Park,

They  are  kept  in  a hygienic  condition.  The  water  supplies  are  from 
the  Co-uncil's  mains.  Canteens  are  available  in  each  school. 

The  school  Medical  Officer  is  Dr. Roes  Evans.  The  Borough  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  works  in  conjunction  with  him  and  his  staff.  It 
was  not  necessary  to  close  the  schools  on  account  of  any  epidemic. 

The  powers  to  exclude  any  individual  children  and  contacts  are  used, 

130  children  from  the  Borough  attend  Burry  Port  Central  School. 

They  are  conveyed  to  and  from  school  by  bus,
